gast ; and whereas, during his resi- 
dence in this State he has filled many 
importar.t positions and has at all 
times maintained a high and honor- 
able character in every relation to 
life ; therefore, 


Resolred, That when this House 


adjourn to-day it adjourn out of re- 
respect to his momory. 


Mr. McCoanell, from the Educa- 


cation Committee, reported favora- 
bly on the bill to amend Section 
1771 of the Political Code. 


Mr Covington explained that the 


bill provides that county Boards of 
Examination shall issue certificates 
of like grades to those who hold cer- 
tificates issued from other counties 
without examination. 
The bill pass- 


ed under suspension of rules. 


On motion of Mr. Harding, bills 


relating to a change of place of meet- 
ing of the Supreme Court were 
made the special order for Wednes- 
day. 


Mr. Oelwicks, from the Alamoda 


delegation, reported favorably on 
the bill fixing the salaries of tho 
Assessor and 
Superintendent 
ol 


Schools for Oakland, and on the bill 
providing for the safe keeping of the 
public funds in Oakland. The bills 
irare passed under a suspension ol 
roles. 


Mr. Dixon, from 
the 
Alameda 


delegation, reported favorably on 
the bill to amend the incorporation 
of Alameda, and the bill was passet 
under a suspension of rules. 


A comnmnication was reeeivec 


from Messrs. Morris and Rogers 
copying clerks of the Assembly, ten 
deiing their resignations, which were 
accepted. The same gentlemen wore 
•nbrcquently appointed assistant En 
grossing Clerks. 


On th» House resuming, the Sen 
•to amendment* to the Awwmbly bill 


relating to the C.IHC of inebriates in 
San Francisco wore concurred in. 


Tho House receded from its amend- 


ments to the Senate l>ill relative to 
tho printing of otlicial documents, 
tho Senate hnvinpr refused to concur. 


The liill to provide for calling a 


Constitutional Convention camo up 
on spei-inl order, and was ordered 
engrossed by a vote, of 43 ayes to 31 
noes. 


Assembly bill 316, to prohibit tho 


sale of intoxicating liquors to the 
students of the University of Cali- 
fornia within four miles of tho Uni- 
versity grounds, was taken up as a 
special order. 
Mr. Caison moved to 


amend by making tho limitation six 
miles instead of four. If the bill had 
any merits within a short radius it 
would have greater 
merits at a 


greater distance. 


Mr. Bagge moved an amendment 


to make the distance sixteen miles. 


Mr. Carson accepted the amend- 


ment. 


Mr. Clnnie was opposed to the 


hill, but would favor tho amend- 
ment. It was better than the law 
now on the statute books. 


Mr. Harris favored tho bill, but 


opposed the amendments.

son opposed.

of three or four blows.

that the "cable had apparently been 
raised up in an anchor and subse- 
quently si rered. There was no nat- 
ural chafing. The wires are abraided 
on the under side of the bend, and 
eight of tl em were cut through even- 
ly and twi> broken after being weak- 
ened by h icking. The condition of 
the cable is excellent. Malice or 
wanton re'klessness is unquestion- 
able, for vheu the cable was raised 
it might easily have been slipped 
without damaging it. Arrangements 
have now been made to keep the 
Ftirrulay on the coast of Nova Scotia 
as a repairing whip until another 
vessel can be sent to replace her."
